Allen said "Sh e was the first 
one up in the morning and 
would wake all of us up She

break for lunch If the day 
was hot, they would wait 


until late afternoon to work

Swimming or other

evenings until suppertime, 
then devotional around the 
campfire closed the day at 9 
pm .

Parents of students new to 
the 
Plano 
Independent 
School District should begin 
to insure that their children 
meet 
the 
state 
health 
regulations 
for 
students, 
according to school health 
director Winnie Lyle. 
T h o s e 
r e g u l a t i o n s 
stipulate that each student in 
grades K-5 must be im­ 
munized 
against 
polio, 
diptheria, 
tetanus. 
Red 
measles 
and 
German 
measles. Older students are 
only required to have had 
polio, diptheria and tetanus 
boosters 
after 
having 
completed 
the 
regular 
immunization series. 
“ This 
means 
that 
for 
students 
in 
kindergarten 
through the fifth grade that 
they must have had a series 
of three doses of vaccine for 
polio, tetanus and diptheria 
and that the last dose must 
have 
been 
administered 
after the student was four 
years old.” Mrs. Lyle said. 
‘‘Those 
same 
children 
need to have had one dose of 
German 
measles 
vaccine 
and either one dose of Red 
measles 
vaccine 
or 
the 
illness through the age of 12 
to meet the requirements,” 
she continued. 
For students 13 years and 


older, no immunization is 
required for either Red or 
German measles. Students 
in grades 6-12 must have had 
a 
series 
of 
three 
im 
munizations or boosters for 
diptheria and tetanus within 
the last IO years and a polio 
booster since the age of four.

The state of Mississippi has found there’s more than one 
way to skin a federal bureaucrat. And, get rid of some fire 
ants in the bargain. 
For years the folks down there have been bugged by the 
pesky fire ant. It’s not that the ants are about to take over. 
But, they are raising cain with the farmers, chewing on his 
livestock, and giving fits to humans who are allergic to their 
bite 
The pesticide that gave folks some relief was a chemical 
named Mirex. It did not end the fire ant problem but it did 
help to keep things under control. So. life was at least 
bearable. 
Then the federal Environmental Protection Agency 
stepped in to mess things up. 
The EPA announced that Mirex might be a no-no. Said it 
might be harmful to certain young marine life; that there 
were suspicions that Mirex residue might hang around for 
years. And, maybe, it might even have something to do with 
cancer. 
Rather than get into a big hassle with the EPA, Allied 
Chemical suspended its production of Mirex last year. And 
early this year it closed down its Mirex plant for good Thus, 
the young marine life went sw imming happily on its way and 
the folks in Mississippi and neighboring states were left to 
the tender mercies of the fire ant. 
That’s when the state moved in. A newly-created state 
agency was formed, made a deal with Allied Chemical, took 
over operation of the plant, and started making Mirex. 
Mississippi will monitor the aerial spraying of Mirex and 
keep it away from coastal and inland waterways. That 
makes the EPA and the bug and bunny people happy. Any 
profits from the production and sale of the pesticide will be 
used to research other ways to control or eliminate the fire 
ant. 
Now, at least, the farmers and the folks in Mississippi will 
tx* getting an even break with the young marine life that 
concerned the EPA Its nice to see human beings get a 
break 
But. it took the ingenuity of some Mississippi officials and 
thecixiperation of Allied Chemical to provide the protection. 
It’s too bad those bureaucrats in the federal EPA don’t have 
as much concern and as many smarts. 
Then, maybe they have never been bitten bv a fire ant!

Public Prayers 
Present Problem

Public prayer has always 
been one 
of A m erica’s 
knottiest problem but few 
people recognize that it has 
been a source of controversy 
since the first day the 
Continental Congress met to 
launch the country toward 
revolution. 
Then, on Sept. 6, 1774, 
Thomas Cushing of Massa­ 
chusetts, one of the 55 
delegates 
gathered 
in 
Philadelphia’s 
Carpenter’s 
Hall to discuss the colonists’ 
reaction to the Intolerable 
Acts, rose to propose “to 
open the business with 
prayer.” 
Cushing’s suggestion was 
im m ediately opposed by 
John Jay of New York and 
John R utledge of South 
Carolina “because we were 
so divided in 
religious 
sentim ents, 
som e 
E p i­ 
scopalians, some Quakers, 
som e A nabaptists, som e 
P resb y terian s and som e 
Congregationalists so that 
we could not join in the sam e 
act of worship.” 
The issue was joined — as 
it 
has been 
since 
then, 
leading to evolving and 
changing patterns of public 
prayer that have not been 
resolved to this day. 
At Philadelphia, the issue 
was resolved by perhaps the 
first ecumenical act in the 
nation’s history. The fiery 
patriot Sam Adams, best 
known as the instigator of 
the Boston Tea Party but 
a 
fervent 
C ongregationalist, 
reco­ 
mmended that an Anglican 
c l e r g y m a n 
f r o m 
Philadelphia 
read 
the 
prayers. 
A dam ’s 
gesture 
of 
tolerance — “ I thought it 
prudent,” he later wrote, 
“as many of our warm est 
friends are members of the 
C hurch of E ngland” 
— 
electrified the assembly, ac­ 
cording to scholars, and they 
instructed Peyton Randolph 
of V irginia, serving as 
president, to invite the Rev. 
Jaco b Duche, re c to r of 
C hrist 
Church 
and 
St. 
P eter’s in Philadelphia, to

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Jimmy C arter's strategy is clear: 
To convince 
labor leaders he would be willing to see a 
destruction of nght-to-work laws and simultaneously to 
reassure non-union working men and employers he would not 
work to abolish those laws where they exist 
To convince the anti-abortion groups he personally is 
against abortion and to reassure the pro-abortion advocates he 
would not stand in the way of more liberal abortion laws 
To convince women's groups he is in favor of equal 
representation in government, in employment, at Democratic 
party conventions while standing four-square against quotas. 
To convince liberals he is heart and soul with them by the 
selection of Walter Mondale. Hubert Humphrey's protege 
from Minnesota as his vice-presuiential running m ate and by 
repeated assertions he sees eye to eye with Mondale on every 
important issue the two have discussed, while reassuring 
Southerners in particular and conservatives generally with 
repeated reminders that he grew up in one of the most conser­ 
vative communities in the South and by insistent references to 
the importance of private industry, financial conservatism, 
budget balancing and efficiency 
To convince those in favor of expanded welfare, unemploy­ 
ment and health care program s he is one of them by outlining 
his concept of what needs to be done, while assuring those con­ 
cerned with rising government expenditures that he will make 
certain overall spending will not be allowed to rise There 
would, he says, be cuts elsewhere to match the increases 
To convince those concerned with m ilitary spending that he 
will make impressive cuts in the defense budget, while assur­ 
ing those worried about the rise in Soviet nuclear power he 
would work for stronger defense — specifically that he woqld 
favor a firm increase in naval power 
To convince those disillusioned with government inefficien­ 
cy that bureaucratic waste will be curbed while promising the 
bureaucracy that its economic needs would be met and its 
political power increased 
To convince those disillusioned w ith governm ent 
bureaucratic inefficiency and waste while promising the 
government bureaucracy that its economic needs would be 
met and its political power increased 
To convince the unemployed and those who favor more 
government planning and regulation in management of the 
economy through an endorsement of the Humphrey-Hawkins 
unemployment bill, while reassuring those who fear such 
government intervention by expressing strong reservations 
about major aspects of that measure and by promising major 
changes in the regulatory agencies 
To convince those who fear he would be too soft in inter­ 
national affairs by threatening the sharpest sort of economic 
retaliation against the Arab nations if they once again im­ 
posed an oil boycott 
while reassuring those who fear strong 
action by sharp attacks on Ronald Reagan's stance on the 
Panama Canal 
The Carter-party unity and harmony at the Democratic 
National Convention was held in place at a cost of submerging 
a good many of the issues and differences with hard fisted 
rulings against floor debate on a series of emotional issues, 
decisions made by the Rules Committee at the insistence of 
C arter’s representative These differences, however, will not 
disappear into thin air What remains to be seen is whether 
C arter can keep them under control in the hard campaign that 
lies ahead. 
The question in the end is whether Carter is a moderate who 
can convince those on opposite sides of important questions 
that he honestly understands and sympathizes with each, 
without offending and alienating the other side — or both — in 
each case Thus far he has been remarkably successful in this 
attem pt But as each sector of the public asks increasingly 
pointed and precise questions 
demanding less philosophy and 
more details on exact programs 
Carter the candidate will 
face his most difficult moments 
From now on. whatever Carter says to one group will be 
televised for all groups to see and hear 
including those with 
diametrically opposite views

Success story on 
the installment plan

Installment buying has become such an accepted way of 
economic life for Americans that many may find it difficult to 
believe the extent of the controversy that raged over the ques­ 
tion in the early decades of the century, especially in the area 
of automobile financing 
The story is told in a recent book, “ Full Faith and Credit,” 
by William L Wilson, a corporate biography of C I T. Finan­ 
cial Corp , one of the nation's leading financial services 
organizations. 
Installment buying was not a new idea when C I T and its 
competitors began promoting the time-purchase of private 
motor cars after World War I C I T had been founded by . 
Henry Ittleson in 1908 and people had long been accustomed to 
paying for such things as encyclopedias, furniture and vacuum 
cleaners on the installment plan 
Hut when it came to automobiles, the idea aroused 
strenuous opposition from a host of adversaries, Wilson notes 
from economists, editorial writers, consumer spokesmen 
and, surprisingly, from the majority of auto manufacturers 
themselves 
“ Before I perm it one of my automobiles to be sold on install­ 
ment credit, I will see this company in receivership! ” vowed 
Charles W Nash, founder of Nash Motors 
“Debt has become a national industry,” Henry Ford com­ 
plained in 1926 
“That is bad business for the debtor and bad 
business for the creditor also,’’ His company, he said, would 
stick to a strictly cash policy. (Only two years later, however, 
Ford established its own automobile financing subsidiary.) 
Some car makers foresaw a tidal wave of defaults if “every 
Tom, Dick and H arry" was allowed to buy a car, which would 
dump enormous numbers of distressed vehicles on the market 
to be resold in competition with new cars. Other businessmen 
feared that with so much consumer income committed to pay­ 
ing for cars, people would be unable to purchase other 
products Still others condemned the practice from a moral 
standpoint 
“ Installment buying or urging the poor into debt is the vilest 
system yet devised to create trouble, discontent and unhap­ 
piness among the poor,” said one corporation president. 
“ When deferred payment schemes encourage extravagance 
and excessive mortgaging of future income for immediate 
satisfactions that are neither necessary nor important to 
proper living, they are a social as well as an economic 
danger,’’ said another critic 


Despite such outcries, installment buying found growing 
acceptance and popularity among the public throughout the 
1920s Interestingly enough, one of its outstanding supporters 
was President Calvin Coolidge, that epitome of conservatism 
and frugality, who called it a “ sound” practice.
